research study. The owner elected to keep the cow because she was 
from a very valuable family. He planned to mate her only to 
dwarf-free bulls. Under such a mating system the cow would pro- 
duce only normal appearing calves but ‘2 of these would be car- 
riers of dwarfism. Thus, a fancy family name is keeping a cow 
which should be culled and thus is spreading a very serious defect. 

The purpose of the purebred beef breeder can be only to pro- 
duce seed stock for farmers and ranchers. What commercial pro- 
ducers want, if they are to compete successfully for their share of 
the consumers meat dollar into todays market, are cows that when 
mated to the proper bulls will produce quality beef economically. 
Under existing conditions this seems to mean 500 Ibs. calves at 
weaning; calves that will gain 3 lbs. per day in the feed lot; calves 
that will make 100 lbs. gain on 600 lbs. of mixed grain and hay; 
cattle that will yield high good to choice carcasses With a maximum 
of red meat and a minimum of fat and waste when fed to a specific 
finish. Family names as now used in the Angus breed can be of no 
real assistance in meeting these goals. In the picture test—(1-5) 
Blackbirds; (2-6) Ericas; (3-7) Blackeap Marjorie and (4-8) 
Blackeaps.
